S no truth is more clearly taught in 
the volume o f infpiration, nor any 
more fully demonftratcd by the experience 
of all ages, than that a deep fcnfe and a

I his bulmels 
terminated here. 
It is not true that the 
officer d manded a light of my cominiiLon * 
but during his ftay behaved with much po­ 
r te n d •, and was lit retum, treated with all 
the civility I was capable of. 
Nor did I, 
as I have heard it rcpfefented, lay anything 
about my guns being a protection, if my 
flag was deemed infntficient. 
A s loon as the boat put off a ferond time 
to con c on board the Ganges, being on the 
quarter d» ck with my oftitcrs, I declared 
to them my determination to fall there, 
Cooner than tufter an inveftigation, or per­ 
mit an 
n an’s name to be called over. 
W hen the boat tame along tide again, 
it was wiJi the furgcon ; and with a polite 
meltage from Capt. Hamilton, re que fling 
to alfift him with tome medicines he was 
in need of. 
But no apology was made for 
r meltage tent by the lieutenant ; nor 
the fubjeCt thereof even mentioned b y 
the doffer or myfeJf. 
Apprehenfive that a fimilar circumftance 
mi }ct occur on a futurt day, I thought it 
incumbent on me, to let my people know 
what they had to trull to. 
A t evening, 
therefore, I caufed ail hands to be called, 
and when afiYmbted, did pledge myfell to 
them, that not a n a n ihouldbe taken fron 
me, by any force whatever, while I was 
able to Hand at my quarters— which decla­ 
ration they received with three cheers, and 
high fpirit s.
